Challeng e Do esn’t Chang e 
Unemplo y ment Fig ures

A w'hile back Walter Reuther, presid en t of 
the CIO an d un official head of the Democratic 
party ’s labor d ivision , challen ged the accuracy 
of the Commerce Departmen t’s un employ men t 
figures in rather accusin g ton es. He stron gly 
implied that the d epartmen t was hid in g un em- 
’ ploy men t to con ceal the seriousn ess of the d e­ 
clin e in busin ess. 
Later on , Sen . Paul Douglas, usually a bear 
for accuracy on econ omic d ata, echoed Reuther’s 
challen ge. 
What, actually , d o the d epartmen t’s fig ures 
show? It was foun d that in December there were 
60,764,000 person s employ ed in the civilian labor 
force 
of the Un ited SUtes, 
an d 
1,850,000 
un employ ed . 
Reuther say s the true figure is upward s of 
3,000,000. He d id n ot, of course, pick this figure 
out of the air. Is there an y plausible ex plan a­ 
tion for the d isparity between his totals an d 
the govern men t’s? 
Some an aly sts say there is. They poin t out 
that the govern men t’s w'a\' of measurin g the 
imemploy ed has certain peculiarities. 
It d e­ 
scribes a person as un employ ed if he has n o work 
an d is lookin g for a job. But if a person is out 
of work an d is n ot seekin g it, then he is n ot 
listed as un employ ed . 
Thus housewives, y oun g people an d old sters, 
who are d rawn in to the labor force w'hen thin gs 
are boomin g an d the job market is good , often 
d rop completely out of the job market when 
boom operation s taper off. They n o lon ger seek. 
The d ifferen ce between these n on seekers an d 
the work-seekers is roughly the d ifferen ce be­ 
tween Reuther’s figures an d the govern men t’s. 
You might argue that the govern men t sy stem 
is a poor way to calculate the imemploy men t 
situation an d the gen eral con d ition of the econ - 
omy , sin ce it d oes n ot measure the full size of 
the un used , poten tially usable labor force. But 
Reuther an d Douglas d id n ot attack on that 
groun d . 
To challen ge, as they d id , the accuracy of 
the govern men t’s figures, seems quite un fair. 
They are compiled by the d isin terested , un ­ 
political statistician s of the Cen sus Bureau. 
Whatever the shortcomin gs of the method they 
follow^ it is the same on e they have been pur­ 
suin g for a lon g time. They d id n ot sud d en ly 
d evise it to con ceal a horren d ous con d ition of 
un employ men t. 
Let the CIO or an y bod y else put w'hat per­ 
spective they wish on fed eral un employ men t 
statistics, by n otin g other d ata affectin g the 
size of the labor force. But let them n ot impute 
d ishon esty or con cealmen t where it is clear 
n on e ex ists. 
Reuther an d Douglas have been makin g cheap 
propagan d a 
For Douglas, this is un common . 
For Reuther, it is the very stuff of life.

‘Old Eag le’ 
Would Like 
To Fly J ets 


BERLIN, J an. 30 
— One of 
Germany ’s remaining handful of 
“ Old Ea g les” would like to try his 
hand at fly ing a modern let, 
“ I think I could do it with a little 
instructicMi,” say s portly , 7 0-y ear- 
old Philo Wuest, member of a 
select org anization of old pilots, 
most of whom flew for the Kaiser 
in World War I. 
Wuest has trained thousands of 
German pilots himself. With other 
“ Old Ea g les,” whose total mem­ 
bership numbers less than 20, he 
talks ov er old times for a few 
day s once a y ear when they all 
g et tog ether for reminiscing , beer 
and a bit of fun. 
His enthusiasm for planes hasn’t 
dimmed since he first learned to 
fly back in 19 11. 
Wuest learned to fly at Darm­ 
stadt 
under 
8 4-y ear-old 
Aug ust 
Euler, oldest liv ing German flier 
and holder of German pilot’s li­ 
cense No. 1. Wuest holds license 
,No. 7. 
Wuest claims to be the first man 
to fly a plane equipped with skiis. 
That was in 19 15. 
Wuest believ es it was harder to 
fly a plane in those day s than it 
is today . 
1 
"You don’t hav e to watch outj 
for y ourself so much today ,” hel 
say s. “ You hav e all those instru-i 
ments now.” 
| 
.Mthoug h he has taken on con-j 
siderable weig ht since his activ e! 
fly ing day s, Wuest still g ets behind i 
the controls occasionally . 
I 
On a recent flig ht aboard a com­ 
mercial airliner the plane’s pilot, 
an old friend, allowed Wuest to sit 
in for awhile as co-pilot. 
Wuest say s it is hard to com­ 
pare pilots of the old day s with 
those of today . 
“ A pilot must be hig hly skilled, 
almost an eng ineer,” he say s. “ In 
those day s, y ou didn’t hav e to 
know aU the details of nav ig ation, 
radar and such matters.” 
During his long fly ing career, 
Wuest say s, he flew with such Ger­ 
man aces as Von Richthofen and 
Udet. He say s he met the Wrig ht 
brothers when they v isited Ger­ 
many . 
In World War I, Wuest was a 
fig hter pilot and later an instruct­ 
or. He claims that in his early 
y ears, while fly ing old-ty pe bi­ 
planes, he crashed at least 15 
times. 
In all his crack-ups, Wuest say s, 
he nev er suffered any thing worse 
than a broken nose. 
Howev er, in a dog fig fit with a 
British plane in World War I, he 
was shot throug h the chest. 
In World War n , Wuest entered 
the Luftwaffe but no long er as a 
pilot. He was then in his late 50s 
and serv ed as a crew member in 
transports for paratroopers. 
Between wars, Wuest liv ed in 
Berlin as an auctioneer. 
As a y outli Wuest took a few 
y ears out to try a career on the 
stag e. From 19 11 to 19 14 he ap­ 
peared 
in German 
theaters 
in 
New York, St. Louis and Phila­ 
delphia. He returned to Germany 
in 19 14 at the outbreak of the war. 
His sister, Ida W'uest, is a well- 
known character actress in 
man mov ies.

The av erage drou th of the p ast 
y ear has cau sed a great deal of 
interest in irrigation. And this ha.s 
brou ght q u estions abou t irrigation 
costs. 
Robert P. Beasley , of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Missou ri agricu ltu ral en- 
girieeiing dep artm ent, say s. ‘’.Al­ 
thou gh there are many ty p es of 
lay ou t, the following figu res will 
giv e an idea as to costs. In sy stem 
No. 1. shown abov e, the 20 acre 
field is irrigated from a stream . 
The sy stem consists of 6 20 feet of 
8 -inch lateral line and 120 feet of 
3-ineli main. Sp rinklers are sp aced 
ev ery 40 feet along the lateral. The 
p u m u is mou nted 
on 
the 
farm 
tractor. The sp rinkler line is op er­ 
ated in one p osition — alx )u t 5 to 6 
hou rs — u ntil the correct amou nt of 
w ater is ap p lied and then mov ed a 
distance of 6 0 feet to another lo­ 
cation.

Several things 
can cause po nds to leak but the

Po nds o ften fail to seal pro perly

fill. Ano ther co mmo n cause is lo ­

Gene Helman 
Makes Own 
Silage Feeder 


Feeding is a chore that takes 
much of a dairyman’s time, es­ 
pecially in the winter. 
Gene Helman, local dairyman, 
has taken some of the chore out of 
doing chores. He had devised a 
silo unloader that really works. 
Gene says that Russell McFatrich 
feeds 7 0 head of cows in 7 min­ 
utes which i.s a chore that would 
ordinarily take about 2 hours. 
This silo unloader consists of a 
7 0 foot silage trough along one side 
of the feeding area of the barn. 
The trough is 30 inches wide and 
12 inches deep. One end of the 
trough sets against two concrete 
stave silos of 120 
and 
15 0 
ton 
capacity. The silage is thrown from 
the silo directly into the trough. 
The silage is moved 
down 
the 
trough by a conveyor .system made 
of No. 5.5 chain and oak slats. 
The conveyor chains are driven 
by a % horse - 
power 
electric 
motor and an old Chevrolet truck 
transmission. 
With the 
trans­ 
mission in low, the conveyor chains 
move 10’ ptu- minute. With

Hog prices are high. December 
prices were $7.00 above those of a 
year earlier and reached a top of 
$27.50 in late December and again 
In mid - Janu ary. The reason for 
these high prices is simply that hog 
m arketings are low. 
The 1953 spring pig crop was 
10 per cent sm aller than that of 
1952. Marketings u p to mid-Novem­ 
ber this past year were as large 
as in 1952. That m eant that all the 
decrease in 
marketings 
had 
to 
come in December and Janu ary. 
Sales last month were abou t 
lower than in December 1952. Stor­ 
age stocks of ixjrk are also very 
low. 
On days when m arketings 
are 
too few to su pply packers with all 
the pork they need to su pply their 
cu stomers a day or so later, they 
bid against each 
other 
for 
the 
limited su pply, 
and 
prices 
rise 
considerably. 
On the other hand, on days when 
receipts are larger than necessary 
to su pply immediate needs, pack­ 
ers hesitate to pay high prices for 
pork to go into their coolers, since 
prices may be lower when it comes 
ou t — and prices of live hogs drop 
ju st as fast. These are the reasons 
prices have recently varied $1.00 
or more from day to day. 
A farm er witti hogs to sell on the 
cu rrent ju mpy m arket has diffi­ 
cu lty deciding when to ship. How- 
*ever, you can ask you r commission 
man to call you when the m arket 
.seems favorable, and ship on that 
jdate. Jt wou ld be lu ck if you hit 
'the top price, bu t you wou ld in- 
j crease you r chances of having a 
'favorable m arket. 
Hog prices will mo.st certainly 
stay relatively high du ring the first 
half of 1954. Prices may vary con­ 
siderably, bu t the variations wi 
stay at a high level.

$21.00. They shou ld be some $2.00

The spring pig crop of 1954 is 
.expected to be from 4 to 6 per cent 
larger than that of 1953. This i.s the 
first increase in 
a pig crop since 
1 9 51 , 
If this prospective increase m a­ 
terializes, h oi su pplies next fall 
and winter wiU be higher by abou t 
the sam e amou nt — 4 to 6 per 
cent.

Brauer Used 
Sudan to Good 
Advantage In ’53 


Kudie Brauer, a dairy man from 
loiithenst Pettis County, was in the 
•xtension office one day last sum­ 
mer. .^fter finishing his bu.sincss. 
he remarked, “ 1 think that I should 
k ll you about rny sudan. I have 
read atxiiit some cattle being lost 
on 
Sudan 
and talked to several 
men who had sudan 
but . were 
afraid to pasture it. With all of the 
gtories going around, I just thought 
that I should tell y ou about m y ’ 
experience with it this summer” . 
He went ahead to say that he 
didn’t know what he would have 
done without the .sudan for pasture 
last .summer. Brauer related that 
his milk hauler had asked several 
times during the summer how he 
was holding his milk production 
up when many of the other herds 
on his route were dropping off. 
Brauer say s his .sudan was the rea- 
fon for his pnxiuction stay ing up. 
Brauer turned 18 iTcad of J er.scy 
cows on 10 acres of common sudan 
on the 8 ih of J une. With the ex­ 
ception of about 10 day s in late 
J une, tliese cows were on thi.s pa.s- 
ture until the 15th of October. Thi.s^ 
10 acre field of sudan provided! 
2142 cow day s of pasture, an aver­ 
age of 214 cow clays per acre. Mr. 
Brauer did fxiint out that they hadj 
a couple ligiit .showers that helped 
the sudan to snap back after being 
grazed down. Even so, this was 
pretty good production for a dry 
y ear.

SUDAN PASTURE — Marvin Goodwin, who reported at the 
Soils and Crops meeting Saturday, told of having two fields 
((11 acres) of Sudan grass on which he rotated his 21 cows 
and 15 heifers last summer. The field above was one of them. 
;The cows were rotated from one to the other about every ten 
day s. 
The Sudan was seeded on May 29 and 30 and provided 
grazing for the 21 cows from J une 15 to Aug. 15, or a total of 
1,260 cow day s of pasture. In addition, he had 15 heifers there 
until frost. 
One field W'as plowed on May 20 and worked down while . 
the other was fall plowed and worked in the spring with a 
field cultivator. Both came right up, Marvin said, and never 
stopped growing. One reason for the quick growth, he felt, 
was that sweet clover had been growm over all the land Also, 
about 17 5 pounds of 8 -24-8 fertilizer was used with the seeding. 
A large amount of fall pasture was provided by winter 
barley which was seeded on Sept. 9 . The two sudan fields were 
later worked up and seeded to wheat.

In an experimental program to 
dev elop new nseri for 
our 
farm 
products, specialists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture will try 
a new outlet for stocks of butter 
acquired by the Department in sup­ 
porting the butterfal prices of dairy 
farmers. They aim to sell butter 
as a substitute for cocoa butler 
for making chocolate 
and 
other 
con fee t iona ry produc ts. 
Department marketing special­ 
ists report that in recent years this 
country has used from 25 to 30 
million pounds of cocoa butter a 
year. Howev er, at the present time, 
cocoa beans, from 
which 
cocoa 
butter is made, are in short sup­ 
ply. What’s more, it will lake sev ­ 
eral years before production may 
meet world needs, 
and 
recently 
cocoa bean prices hav e adv anced. 
Researchers report that by con­ 
v erting dairy butter into butter oil 
and then blending it with cocoa 
butter the indications are that but­ 
ter could be substituted in part for 
cocoa butter.

Th e crossbred and h y brid ch icks 
will be su p erior in egg p rodu ction 
ov er p u rebreok only wh en th e best 
strains are selected to make th e 
crossing or h y bridizing. Limited ex ­ 
p erimental work sh ows th at th ere 
is abou t 4 p er cent adv antage in 
crossbreds and fu rth er adv antages 
in th e h y lx rid ov er th e p u rebred 
strains going into th e cross com­ 
bination. To offset th is increase 
in p rodu ction, th ere is a sligh tly 
h igh er adu lt mortality in certain 
cross combinations. Th ere also is a 
tendency for more broodines.s in 
some hjHbrid combinations. Th u s, 
on a h en h ou sed basis, th e best 
jHirebred 
crossbred, and h y brid 
combinations ap p ear abou t equ aL 
In conclu sion, th e best recom­ 
mendation in ch oosing baby ch icks 
is to get th em from th e h atch ery - 
man wh o h as a good rep u tation 
and can fu rnish y ou a record of 
p erformance and disease control.
